Bert Combs carried Letcher County by 264 votes over Harry 
Lee Waterfield in the race for the Democratic nomination for 
governor. The official count showed 2,084 votes for Combs, 1,820 
for Waterfield 

Letcher Counyt’s support of Combs placed it on the winning 
side in the primary. Combs defeated Waterfield in the state-wide 
race by approximately 30,000 votes 

Letcher County’s support of Combs placed it on the winning 
winning candidate fer the Democratic nomination for lieutenant 
governor. The count showed Wyatt with 1,708 votes: John Young 
Brown, Lexington, with 640; J. B. Wells, Jr., Paintsville, 580; E. 
Neville Browning, Cob Hill, Ky., 30; Ben J. Butler, Lexington, 57; 
Mrs. Ben Kilgore, Franklin, 40, and Russell Porter, Maysville, 26. 

The closest Letcher County vote was in the race for state 
representative. The present representative, Hillard Kincer, of 
Neon, was re-nominated. He defeated Harry M. Caudill, of Whites- 
burg, and Bill Jordan, of Jenkins. The count was: Kincer, 1,171; 
Jordan, 1,077 and Caudill, 1,068. Kincer will oppose Republican
